The following is an extract from 
a letter addressed by Sir Edward 
Davaon, Bart, Chairman of the 
British Empire Producers’ Or- 
ganisation to the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in regard to preferences 
‘on overseas Empire primary’ pro- 
ducts, In each case specific recom- 
mendations were made as to the 
value of the preference to be ac- 
corded, These are now under dis- 
cussion and the figures and tables 
relating to them are not included 
in this extract. 

In response to the invitation you 
were good enough to give to this 
Organisation, the affilated Federa- 
tions and Commodity Committees 
have prepared Memoranda dealing 
with their respective products with 
particular reference to preferentia} 
trdatment in Great Britain. In 
each case every effort has been 
made to obtain the views of pro- 
ducers of each commodity wherever 
in the Empire they are situated 80 
as to gtve to the suggestions made 
the weight of agreement among all 
producers concerned.

NOW GO ON WITH THE STORY 
COURT-MARTIAL. 

The trial of Mata Hari took place 
at night in the courtroom of the As- 
sizes and was conducted with the 
utmost secrecy by the members of 
the Third Courtmartial. The room 
was large, the people allowed in it 
few. The defendant, her advocate; 
the prosecutor, the members of the 
Court, M. Dubois, und the “guards, 
The lights high up ylared dpon the 
faves of the accused and aceusing 
and left the rows of vacant benches 
stranded in shadow. Because of 
the weight of the evidence and 
names involved and the importance 

_ of the spy systems, even the sentries 
outside were not permitted to ap- 
proach the closed doors nearer than 
ten paces, 

Dubois had begun his first exam- 
ination of the dancer by demanding 
brusquely, “Tell me how long you 
have been in the German Secret Ser- 
vice." “And when she had replied 
with equal curtness that she could 
not tell him that because she waa

The days 
spent in a cell in St, Lazare since her 
arrest had not told on. her in the 
least. When she spoke, in her 
alluring, low voice, she looked at 
the members of the courtmartial in 
turn out of those heavy-lidded eyes 
to which so many descriptions had 
been devoted.
